W ith tho approach of tho .school year 1928-29, We become, a.s 
it were, school conscious, says the Staples World. 
On the one hand, we are considering the advisability of 
more schooling, and, on the other, wondering alxtut the attitude of 
mind of those who do return, either through choice or compulsion. 
On this decision and attitude may hinge success or failure in the 
undertaking. 
In the modern competitive contest to make good, it becomes 
a conflict of wits. 
Adequate schooling can play an important part. 
There is no magic in education; it does not 
insure 
success, 
but 
there is no better insurance against failure. 
It helps create great­ 
er resourcefulness to meet opportunity as it beckons; stimulates 
ability to expand earning power; contributes to greater moral 
force and better citizenship. 
We accept commercial forms of insurance because they are 
tangible. 
We do not question the value of insurance against sick­ 
ness, accident, death, unemployment, or loss by fire, tornado, hail 
or rain. 
The insurance State and City give us, through education, i.^ 
not so tangible. 
Yet it is nevertheless a force with tangible re­ 
sults. A person may secure a good position, but it is another thing 
to hold it. 
Education, properly applied, can tighten that grip. 
ll 
can give the practical turn to a groping ambition; it can inspire 
initiative; it can teach the profitable use of leisure; it can instill 
the proper attitude toward life and labor by hand or brain. 
In busmens we build up a cash reserve to safeguard the fu­ 
ture of the corporation. 
We put shock absorbers on 
our 
motor 
cars to get us over the rough places; we put on emergency brakes. 
We build up a physical reserve to give us immunity from disease. 
We need a similar reserve fund in our cultural existence. 
Ed­ 
ucation is a fertile source of supply. 
It can fortify youth at every 
turn; it can be a stronghold of mental and 
physical 
stamina— a 
reservoir of resourcefulness. 
School doors will soon reopen. 
Tile occasion should 
not 
be 
looked upon as an opportunity to get away from work, but to pre­ 
pare for it; not a finishing school, but a preparation training; not 
an opportunity to discover self-interests and adaptation; not in­ 
surance against mediocrity, but opportunity to avoid it. 
No school system or teaching force, however efficient, can do 
much in the education of an unwilling child. 
It can afford the op­ 
portunity and point out the way. 
The child, in cooperation with 
the parents, must do the rest. 
The school doors are wide open. 
Those privileged to enter 
therein should not feel that they have been sentenced to serve, but 
have been selected for service.

hood. 
One of my vivid recollections 
was my earnest interest In tho de­ 
bate between neighbors and relatives 
when they were discussing not who 
waa to assume mo ns a burden, but 
who was to tako the boy as a mem­ 
ber of their own flock. 
That is the 
spirit of tile people of Iowa. It is the 
spirit of tho thousands of villages and 
towns in all this wide land.

Aunt's Prophecy True 
I have been to see the old Quaker 
meeting h o v e . 
It has been moved 
across the street aud replaced by a 
more 
modern 
structure. 
The 
old 
building appears at some time to have 
L e n turned into a moving picture 
house, which reminds me of the time 
I heard Aunt Hannah, moved in meet 
ing, bitterly dfemfunce the rise of 
modern ways and prophesy that if 
they were persisted in, that edifice 
dedicated to God would some day be 
transformed into a place of abomina 
tion. 
I do not place the movies in 
that class, but knowing Aunt Hannah’s 
views on any form of human recrea­ 
tion, even to the godlessness of slid­ 
ing down hill, I suspect that if she 
knew of this she would get great sat 
inaction at the consummation of her 
warnings. 
This was always a Republican t i l 
Iago. It was here that I received my 
first touch of the national life. I well 
recollect the hoisting of the flag at 
hulf mast over my father's blacksmith 
shop on the assassination of Prest 
dent Garfield.

It was 
settled by the adventurous, the cou­ 
rageous, who fought their way across 
the ever extending frontier; they have 
builded bere in so short a period as 
75 years a state with the least pov­ 
erty, the highest average intelligence, 
the most generous education, which 
ever blessed a single commonwealth.

Sees Typiest Changes 


Here In West Branch can be found 
all the milestones of the chances 
which have come to American agri­ 
culture. 
Only a mile from here Is 
the farm of my Uncle Allen, where I 
spent some years of my boyhood. 
That was Just at the passing stage of 
the great pioneer movement. 
Many 
farms were still places where we till­ 
ed the soil for the immediate needs 
of 
the 
families. 
We 
ground 
our 
wheat and corn on toll at tho mil!; 
we slaughtered our hogs for mr at; 
we wove at least a part of our own 
clothing; we repaired our own ma­ 
chinery; we got our own foci from 
the woods; we erected our own build­ 
ings; we made our own soap: we pre­ 
served our own fruit and grew our 
own vegetables. Only a .small part of 
the family living came by purchases 
from tho outaide. 
Perhaps 2b per 
cent of the products were sold in the 
markets to purchase tire small margin 
of necessities which we could not our­ 
selves produce, and to pay interest on 
the mortgage. 


In a half century the whole basis 
of agriculture has shifted. 
We have 
Improved seed and livestock; we have 
added a long list of mechanical inven­ 
tions for saving of labor; we have in­ 
creased the productivity of the land. 
And it has became a highly special­ 
ized business. There is no longer one 
industry called farming, but in fact a 
dozen industries. 
Probably over 80 
per cent of its products now go di­ 
rectly or indirectly to the markets 
and probably over 80 per cent of the 
family living must be purchased from 
outside. 
In the old days when prices 
fluctuated in the Chicago market, at 
most they affected only 20 per cent 
of the income of tho farm, 
A violent 
drop in prices could reduce the fam­ 
ily incomo by only four or five per 
cent. 
Today tho same fluctuation in 
price, affecting as it docs 80 per cent 
to IOO per cent of tho products of tho 
farm, can take 25 or 60 per cent away 
from the family net Income and make 
tho difference between comfort and 
freedom from anxiety, or on tho other 
hand, debts and discouragements. 
I do not suggest a return to the 
greater security which agriculture en­ 
joyed in its earlier days, because with 
that security were lower standards of 
living, greater toil, lees opportunity 
for leisure and recreation, less of the 
comforts of home, less of tho joy of 
living. 
I am often conscious of sentimental 
regret for tho passing of those old 
timo conditions. 
I have sometimes 
been as homesick for tho ways of 
thoso self contained farm homes of 
forty years ago as I have boon for tho 
kiudly folk who lived in thorn. 
But I 
know it is no raoro possible to re­ 
vive thoso old conditions than it Is to 
summon 
back 
the 
relatives 
and 
friends in the cemetery yonder. While 
wo recognize and hold fart to what Is 
permanent in the old timo conditions, 
wo must accept what is iuevitahlo in 
tho changes that have taken place. It 
is fortunate indeed that tho principles 
upon 
which 
our government 
was 
founded require no alteration to meet 
these changes. 


Reveals Relief Plans 


Just as there is transformation tis 
agriculture so there is in other in­ 
dustry; just as there is more speciali­ 
zations on the farm, so there is in 
other industry. 
We live today by the 
exchange of goods among ton thou­ 
sand sorts of producers of specialties. 
A large number of occupations which 
were conducted on tho farm In old 
days are now' conducted In the fac­ 
tory. 
That i s 
oho reason why we 
Uuve A decreasing proportion of our 
people on the farms. By this revolu­ 
tion the American farmer has become 
enmeshed in powerful and, yet deli­ 
cate, economic forces which are work­ 
ing to his disadvantage. 
In my acceptauco speech ten days 
ago I made an extended statement '.li­ 
on the legislative proposals for relief 
to the agricultural industry which the 
Republican party has put forward in 
its platform. You would not wish me 
to take your time to review that state­ 
ment. 
I should, however, like to em­ 
phasize that the spirit of thoso legis­ 
lative proposals is to work out a more 
economical and stable Marketing sys­ 
tem. 
A federal farm hoard is to bo 
sot up with tho necessary powers an I 
resources to assist tile Industry to 
meet not alone tho varied problems 
of today, hut those which may arise 
iu the future. 
My fundamental con­ 
cept of agriculture is one controlled 
by its own members, organized to light 
its own economic battles and to de­ 
termine Its own destinies. 
Nor do I 
speak of organisation in tho narrow 
sense of traditional farm co-operati'*cs 
or pools, hut in tho much wider sense 
of a sound marketing organization. It 
is not by these proposals intended to 
put the government into the control 
of tao business of agriculture, nor to 
aul sidiso the prices of farm products 
and pay tho losses thereon cither by 
th* federal treasury cr by a tax or fee 
f n the farmer. We proposa with gov- 
amental assistance end an initial 


advance? of capital to enable the agrl-^J 
cultural industry to re aoli a su tu re of 
modern b u s lt r n operations by which 
the farmer will attain hit inicnend- 
ence rod maintain bio h.Tliv;duality.

Calls Waterways Vital 
** 
I had thought today to particularly 
point out the importance of the ii ?Vel» 
opment of our Interior waterways as 
bearing on the prosperity not only of 
agriculture but of tho whole of our 
Midwest business and commerce. 
It 
is a most important supplement to 
agricultural relief. 
The necessarily 
largo advances in railway rates from 
tho war militate Against the economic i 
setting of this whole int* , tor section. 
This, together with the comply tion of 
the Panama Canal and the fact that 
ocean rates have increnr, I but little 
since before the war, fur.lier disturbs 
the whole economic relationship of 
the Midwest. 
It is as if a row of toil 
gates had been placed around this 
whole section of our country. 
It vari­ 
ously affects tho farm* r. 
I think we 
can accept it as an economic fact that 
the farmer on most occasions pays the 
freight on his products. 
It is a de­ 
duction from the ultimate price; jill 
yours lf can attest this. In a general 
way, the c aterpolnt of mark; ‘3 Is 
overseas or the 
Atlantic seaboard, 
whore prices are dctormlred by the 
meeting of streams of world products. 
For every hundred milos you are re­ 
moved from these market centers the 
price of farm products is lower by the 
amount of freight rates. 
Some calcu­ 
lations which I made a few years ago 
showed that the increases in railway 
rates had in effect moved the Mid­ 
west 200 to IOO miles further from 
seaboard. 
Moreover, some 
of 
the 
competitive agricultural regions such 
as tho Argentino *nd Australia are 
cloze to seaboard and with sea rates 
about the same as bcforo the war, 
they are able to compote with the 
American farmer in foreign markets 
to t p renter advantage than before 
tho war. This Increase in transport* 
Hon r a trs also affects tho prices of 
many thins* which the farmer m ust 
buy, for much raw material which 
comes into the Midwest pays the in­ 
creased freight rate and this in turn 
is taken up by tho consumer. 
We 
cannot 
return 
to 
pre-war 
railway 
rate.; without ruin to the railways. 
Therefore, I have long asserted that 
the real hope of reducing charges 
upon our bulk goods was through the 
modernization of our great interior 
waterways. By modernization, I mean 
increasing depths to a point where 
we can handle ten thousand tons in 
a line of barges pulled by a tug. This 
administration 
has 
authorized 
the 
systematic undertaking of this mod­ 
ernization. 
Within a few years we 
will have completed the deepening of 
the Ohio up to Pittsburgh, tho Mis­ 
souri up to Kansas City, Omaha, and 
beyond, the Mississippi to St. Paul 
and Minneapolis, the Illinois to Chi­ 
cago. 
Wo already have experience 
with results, for with only the main 
river from St. Louis to New’ Orleans 
as yet working properly, the rates for 
transportation 
of 
hulk 
agricultural 
products through that section is near 
pre-war railway rates. 
We will not 
have the advantage of full results 
until the entire Mississippi and Its 
tributaries are In one connected trans­ 
portation system. 


Assures Lake Gulf Route 
* 
We have another great opportunity 
of relief in the building of a shipway 
from the great lakes to tho sea. Our 
engineers have recommended the St. 
Lawrence route as the preferable out­ 
let. 
The administration has under­ 
taken negotiations with Canada upon 
the subject. If these negotiations fall 
we must consid<4r alternativo routes. 
In any event the completion of this 
great system of barge lines on the 
riv e n aud connecting the lab** with 
the gulf, of opening a shipway from 
IU© lakes to the sea, will make an ef­ 
fective transportation system 12,000 
miles in length penetrating twenty 
midwest states. 
It will connect these 
states with seaboard at the gulf on 
one hand and with the North Atlantic 
on the other. 
Aud this means more 
than the mere saving upon the actual 
goods shipped over these routes. 
If 
part of our crops can move to market 
at a seven to ten cent saving per 
bushel, the buyers’ competitive bid­ 
ding for this portion of the crop will 
force upward the price of the whole 
crop. *4 
And Ck is development concerns not 
alone agriculture, hut every industry 
and business In the midwest. 
The 
manufacturer etui merchant in this 
coction is sulfcrlc* tram a curtailment 


of his distribution Held; Ms business 
province has shrunk. 
This develop­ 
ment should lead to i acron se manu­ 
facturing industry in th® midwest and 
thereby cream a larger diversity of 
employment and a greater loral mar­ 
ket for agricultural products. 
Nor 
.i >es this development mean the crip­ 
pling of oar railway*. 
The annual 
Increase in railways tragic will give to 
them a far more and complete offset 
to these diversions. 
Moreover, every­ 
thing that increases the prosperity of 
the country also helps the railways. 
The policy of rapid consummation of 
this great project will be continued if 
the Republican administration be con­ 
tinued. We should at tho present rate 
of progress have completed the Mis­ 
sissippi system within the next four 
year*. 
It is a vital part of the reha­ 
bilitation of the middlo west agricul­ 
ture and business.

Adequate schooling can play an im portant part 
There is no magic in education; it does not 
insure success,

there is no better insurance against failure. It helps create great 
er resourcefulness to meet opportunity as it beckons; stimulates 
ability to expand earning power; contributes to greater mora 
force and better citizenship. 
We accept commercial forms of insurance because they are 
tangible. We do not question the value of insurance against sick 
ness, accident, death, unemployment, or loss by fire, tornado, hai 
or rain. 
The insurance State and City give us, through education, is 
not so tangible. 
Yet it is nevertheless a force with tangible re 
suits. A person may secure a good position, but it is another thing 
to hold it. Education, properly applied, can tighten that grip. 
It 
can give the practical turn to a groping am bition; it can inspire 
initiative; it can teach the profitable use of leisure; it can instil 
the proper attitude toward life and labor by hand or brain. 
In business we build up a cash reserve to safeguard the fu 
ture of the corporation. 
We put shock absorbers on 
our motor 
cars to get us over the rough places; we put on emergency brakes. 
We build up a physical reserve to give us immunity from disease. 
We need a similar reserve fund in our cultural existence. Ed­ 
ucation is a fertile source of supply. It can fortify youth at every 
tu rn ; it can be a stronghold of mental and 
physical 
stam ina— a 
reservoir of resourcefulness. 
School doors will soon reopen. 
The occasion should 
not 
be 
looked upon as an opportunity to get away from work, but to pre­ 
pare for it; not a finishing school, but a preparation training; not 
an opportunity to discover self-interests and adaptation; not in­ 
surance against mediocrity, but opportunity to avoid it. 
No school system or teaching force, however efficient, can do 
much in the education of an unwilling child. 
It can afford the op­ 
portunity and point out the way. 
The child, in cooperation with 
the parents, must do the rest. 
The school doors are wide open. 
Those privileged to enter 
therein should not feel that they have been sentenced to serve, bul 
have been selected for service.

T he day of going nowhere leisurely on a well traveled trunk 
highway or a busy city street has passed into oblivion. The Cleve­ 
land Plain Dealer comments editorially in this fashion 
and

heartily agree with the paper; 
Maximum speeds in traffic are fixed by law. There is need al­ 
so for fixing minimum speeds. The slow-moving road hog 
is a 
menace to safety, his own included. 
You know the type. He is driving nowhere in particular and 
taking his time to it. Instead of keeping near the curb where slow 
traffic belongs he stays out near the middle of the road 
and 
no 
amount of persuasion from behind makes even a wrinkle on his 
dull brain. 
If the highway has several lanes running in each direction 
this sloth at the wheel takes thi* lane supposedly reserved for those 
who know they are going somewhere. That is bad enough; he be­ 
comes a far greater nuisance, however, on roads only two 
cars 
wide. 
Then he flourishes in all his ingloriousness. 
The only way to pass him is to swing into the lane of traffic 
going in the opposite direction; and that is difficult when travel 
is heavy. You may have to wait for a mile or .several before the 
opportunity comes to speed by, arid by that time there are half a 
hundred fretting motorists bottled up behind the laggard cursing 
the fate thai set him behind a wheel. 
Most drivers, of course, realize that going too slow is about 
as dangerous and far more exasperating to others than driving too 
fast. 
Of road hogs there are several breeds, but the one that gets 
the blue ribbon for piggishness is the one represented by the man 
or woman who goes to sleep on the highway and forgets he has an 
accelerator. He should confine his driving to the wood lot.

I do not place the movies in 
that class, but knowing Aunt Hannah's 
views on any form of human recrea­ 
tion, even to tho godlessness of slid­ 
ing down hill, I suspect that if she 
know of this she would get great sat­ 
isfaction at the consummation of ber 
warnings.

This was always a Republican vil­ 
lage. 
It was here that I received my 
first touch of the national life. 
I well 
recollect the hoisting of the flag at 
half mast over my father’s blacksmith 
shop on the assassination of Presi­ 
dent Garfield. 
I also recollect well 
the torchlight procession iu the Gar­ 
field election. I was not high enough 
to he permitted the conduct of a 
torch, but I participated by walking 
alongside for railes. 
At that time 
there were two or throe Democrats 
in the town, 
I do not know today 
whether what lecm el to mc an enor­ 
mous torchlight parade was instituted 
for their conversion or ..af, bat I be­ 


le v e it wa* Hopeless, because one of 
my boyhood friend* and opponents in 
battle* who I expect is in this audience 
today, is a descendant of one of those 
Democrats and bas been regenerated 
only in the last month. 
I am proud to have been born Ic 
Iowa. 
I have ofttimes said that the 
good lord made it the richest stretch 
of agricultural land that ever blessed 
any one soverign government. It was 
settled by the adventurous, the cou­ 
rageous, who fought their way across 
the ever extending frontier; they have 
builded here In so short a period as 
75 years a state with the least pov­ 
erty, the highest average intelligence, 
the most generous education, which 
ever blessed a single commonwealth. 


* 
See* Typical Change* 


Here in West Branch can be found 
all the milestone* of the changes 
which have come to American agri­ 
culture. 
Only a mile from here Is 
the farm of my Uncle Allen, where I 
spent some years of my boyhood. 
That was just at the passing stage of 
the great pioneer movement. 
Many 
farms were still places where we till­ 
ed the soil for the immediate needs 
of 
the 
families. 
We 
ground 
our 
wheat and corn on toll at the mill; 
we slaughtered our hogs for meat; 
we wove at least a part of our own 
clothing; we repaired our own ma­ 
chinery; we got our own fuel from 
the woods; we erected our own build­ 
ings; we made our own soap; we pre­ 
served our own fruit and grew our 
own vegetables. Only a small part of 
the family living came by purchases 
from the outside. 
Perhaps 29 per 
cent of the products were sold in the 
markets to purchase tire small margin 
of necessities which we could not our­ 
selves produce, and to pay interest on 
the mortgage. 


In a half century the whole basis 
of agriculture has shifted. 
We have 
improved seed and livestock; we have 
added a long list of mechanical inven­ 
tions for saving of labor; we have in­ 
creased the productivity of the land. 
And it has became a highly special­ 
ized business. There is no longer one 
industry called farming, but in fact a 
dozen industries. 
Probably over 80 
per cent of its products now go di­ 
rectly or indirectly to the markets 
and probably over 80 per cent of the 
family living must be purchased from 
outside. 
In the old days when prices 
lluctuated in the Chicago market, at 
most they affected only 20 per cent 
of the income of the farm, 
A violent 
drop in prices could reduce the fam­ 
ily income by only four or five per 
cent. 
Today the same fluctuation in 
price, affecting as it docs SO per cent 
to IOO per cent of the products of the 
farm, can take 25 or 50 per cent away 
from the family net income and make 
the difference between comfort and 
freedom from anxiety, or on tho other 
hand, debts and discouragements. 


I do not suggest a return to the 
greater security which agriculture en­ 
joyed in its earlier days, because with 
that security were lower standards of 
living, greater toil, less opportunity 
for leisure and recreation, less of the 
comforts of home, less of the joy of 
living. 
I am often conscious of sentimental 
regret for tho passing of those old 
time conditions. 
I have sometimes 
been as homesick for the ways of 
those self contained farm homes of 
forty years ago as I have been for tho 
kindly folk who lived in thorn. But I 
know it is no more possible to re­ 
vive those old conditions than it is to 
summon 
back 
the 
relatives 
and 
friends in the cemetery yonder. While 
we recognize and hold fast to what is 
permanent in the old limo conditions, 
we must accept what is inevitable in 
tile changes that have taken place. It 
is fortunate indeed that tho principles 
upon 
which 
our government 
was 
founded require no alteration to meet 
these changes. 


Reveals Relief Plans 


Just as there is transformation IE 
agriculture so there is in other in­ 
dustry; just as there is more speciali­ 
zations on the farm, so there 13 in 
other Industry. Wo live today by the 
exchange of goods among ten thou­ 
sand sorts of producers of specialties. 
A large number o£ occupations which 
were conducted on the farm in old 
days are now conducted In the fac­ 
tory. 
That is one reason why we 
have a decreasing proportion of our 
people on the farms. By this revolu­ 
tion the American farmer has become 
enmeshed in powerful and, yet deli­ 
cate, economic forces which are work­ 
ing to his disadvantage. 
In my acceptance speech ten days 
ago I made an extended statement up­ 
on the legislative proposals for relief 
to the agricultural industry which the 
Republican party has put forward in 
its platform. You would not wish mo 
to take your time to review that state­ 
ment. 
I should, however, like to em­ 
phasize that tho spirit of thoso legis­ 
lative proposals is to work out a more 
economical and stable marketing sys­ 
tem. 
A federal farm boe rd is to bo 
set up with the necessary pow ors and 
resources to assist tho industry to 
meet not alone tho varied problems 
of today, but those which may arise 
la the future. 
My fundamental con­ 
cept of agriculture is one controlled 
by its own members, organized to fight 
its own economic battles and to de­ 
termine its own destinies. 
Nor do I 
speak of organization in tho narrow 
souse of traditional farm co operativ es 
or pools, but in the much wider sense 
of a sound marketing organisation, It 
is not by these proposals intended to 
put the government into the centre! 
of tao business of agriculture, nor to 
aul sidiue the prices of farm products 
an i pay tho losses thereon cither by 
th# federal treasury or by a fax or leo 
> n the farmer. Wo propose with gov- 
r aq ta antal nazis tun ct end aa initial 


advance of Capital to enable the agri­ 
cultural industry ta reach a stature of 
modern business orc re: Ions by which 
the farmer will attain his independ­ 
ence and maintain his individuality. 
And upon this whole question I 
should like to repast from my accept­ 
ance speech that: 
9 
“The working out of agricultural re­ 
lief constitutes the most important ob­ 
ligation of the neat administration. 
The object of our policies 13 to estab­ 
lish for our farmers an income equal 
to those of other occupations; for the 
farmer’s wife the came comforts in 
her home as women in other groups; 
for the farm boys and girls the same 
opportunities in life as other boys and 
girls. 
So far as my own abilities may 
ba of service, I dedicate them to help 
secure prosperity and contentment in 
that industry where I and my fore­ 
fathers were born and nearly ail my 
family still obtain their livelihood.” 
In formulating recommendations for 
legislation to carry out the proposals 
of the party, I trust that we may have 
the full assistance of the leaders of 
agricultural thought. 
I am not insen­ 
sible to the value of the study which 
sincere farm leaders have given to 
this question of farm legislation. They 
have all contributed to the realization 
that the problem must be solved. They 
will be invited into conference. 
Out­ 
standing farmers such as Governor 
Lowden will be asked to join in the 
search for common ground upon which 
we can act. 


Gails Waterway* Vita! 
^ 
I had thought today to particularly 
point out the importance of the devel­ 
opment of our interior waterways as 
bearing on the prosperity not only of 
agriculture but of tho whole of our 
Midwest business and commerce. 
It 
is a most important supplement to 
agricultural relief. 
The necessarily 
large advances in railway rates from 
the war militate against the economic 
setting of this whole interior section. 
This, together with the completion of 
tho Panama Canal and the fact that 
ocean rates have increased but little 
since before the war, further disturbs 
the whole economic relationship of 
the Midwest. 
It is as if a row of toll 
gates had been placed around this 
whole section of our country. 
It seri­ 
ously affects tho farmer. 
I think we 
can accept it as an economic fact that 
the farmer on most occasions pays tho 
freight on his products. 
It is a de­ 
duction from the ultimate price; you 
yourself can attest this. In a general 
way, the C enterport of markets is 
overseas or the Atlantic seaboard, 
where prices are determined by the 
meeting of streams of world products. 
For every hundred miles you are re­ 
moved from these market centers the 
price of farm products is lower by the 
amount of freight rates. 
Some calcu­ 
lations which I made a few years ago 
showed that the Increases in railway 
rates had in effect moved tho Mid­ 
west 200 to 400 miles further from 
seaboard. 
Moreover, some 
of the 
competitive agricultural regions such 
as tho Argentina %nd Australia are 
cloze to seaboard and with sea rates 
about tho samo as before the war, 
they are able to compote with tho 
American farmer in foreign markets 
to r e h e a t e r advantage than before 
the war. 
This increase in transporta­ 
tion rat vs also affects the prices of 
many things which the farmer must 
buy, for much raw material which 
comes into the Midwest pays the in­ 
creased freight rate and this in turn 
Is taken up by the consumer. 
We 
cannot 
return 
to 
pre-war 
railway 
rates without ruin to the railways. 
Therefore, I have long asserted that 
the real hope of reducing charges 
upon our bulk goods was through the 
modernization of our great interior 
waterways. By modernization, I mean 
increasing depths to a point where 
we can handle ten thousand tons in 
a line of barges pulled by a tug. This 
administration 
has 
authorized 
the 
systematic undertaking of this mod­ 
ernization. 
Within a few years we 
will have completed the deepening of 
the Ohio up to Pittsburgh, tho Mis­ 
souri up to Kansas City, Omaha, and 
beyond, the Mississippi to St. Paul 
and Minneapolis, the Illinois to Chi­ 
cago. 
Wo already have experience 
with results, for with only the main 
river from St. Louis to New Orleans 
as yet working properly, the rates for 
transportation 
of 
bulk 
agricultural 
products through that section is near 
pre-war railway rates. 
We will not 
have the advantage of full results 
until the entire Mississippi and its 
tributaries are In one connected trans­ 
portation system. 


Assure* Lake-Gulf Route 
* 
We have another g rea t opportunity 
of relief in the building of a shipway 
from the great lakes to the sea. 
Our 
engineers have recommended the St. 
Lawrence route as the preferable out­ 
let. 
Tho administration ha3 under­ 
taken negotiations with Canada upon !

In any event the completion of th is I 
great system of barge lines on the

| merit should tend to increase manu­ 
facturing industry in the midwest and 
thereby create a larger diversity of 
J employment and a greater local mar­ 
ket for agricultural products. 
Nor 
Joes this development mean the crip­ 
pling of our railways. 
The annual 
increase in railways traffic will give to 
them a far more and complete offset 
to these diversions. 
Moreover, every­ 
thing that increases the prosperity of 
the country also helps the railways. 
The policy of rapid consummation of 
thi3 great project will be continued if 
the Republican administration be con­ 
tinued. We should at the present rate 
of progress have completed the Mis­ 
sissippi system within the next four 
years. 
It is a vital part of the reba- 
bililatiiWi of the middle west agricul­ 
ture and business. 


Still Need to Pioneer 
Tile modernizations of our water­ 
ways recall again the earlier life of 
Iowa. 
At one time its transportation 
was in large degree over these same 
rivers and many 
of our 
pioneers 
reached this state by the old Packet 
boats and their own rafts. 
Nor are 
the days of the pioneer over. 
We 
have to 
pioneer through 
economic 
problems, through scientific develop­ 
ment and invention on to frontiers just 
03 forbidding, just os romantic, and 
just as pregnant cf added happiness 
aa our fathers ever knew. 
The test 
of our generation will be whether Ave 
can overcome these frontiers, whether 
we can hold mastery over the system 
we hove created, 
whether we can 
maintain the advantage we have in­ 
herited, whether we can hold our­ 
selves a nation dedicated to equal op­ 
portunity for all. 
There are those in this audience 
who saw Iowa an open prairie. I re­ 
call members of my own family who 
in my childhood were still breaking 
the soil in the western part of the 
state an I were then still living in the 
first sod houses of the pioneer farm­ 
er. 
Our fathers and 
grandfathers 
who poured over the midwest were 
self-reliant, rugged, God-fearing peo­ 
ple of indomitable courage. 
They 
combined to build the roads, bridges, 
and towns; they co-operated together 
to erect their schools, their churches, 
and to raise their barns and harvest 
their fields. 
They asked only for 
freedom of opportunity and an equal 
chance. 
In these conceptions lies tho 
real basis of American democracy. 
They and their fathers give a genius 
to American institutions that distin­ 
guished our people from any other in 
the world. 
Their demand 
for an 
equal chance 
13 the basis of Amer­ 
ican progress. 
To those who have 
by necessity worked in other lands 
comes this most vivid meaning of 
America and a deep gratitude for 
what our fathers have builded. Here 
thoro are no limits to hope; no limits 
upon accomplishment; our obligation 
today is to maintain that equal oppor­ 
tunity for agricultural as well as for 
every other calling.
